The royal and 
presidential procession swept at a trot 
around the memorial amid a hurrt- 
cane of cheers, while the W. A. A. C.s 
in their enthusiasm forgot their dis- 
cipline and ran around to get another 
view of Wilson. 

Then the cortége disappeared: 
through the main gates of the palace

. Surge Up to Railings. 

The soldiers and police were with- 
drawn and thousands of spectators 
surged up to the palace railings.

Britain One Big Smile. 

“Tremendous” is the one word 
which-seems to describe it. Britain 
was not as demonstrative as France, 
but it welled up from the heart, and 
along the route Britain was one radiant 
countenance behind one great illumi- 
nating smile. 

As President Wilson’s train sped 
from Chaumont and Christmas dinner 
with the American troops to Calais 
the president had this morning a 
glimpse of a beautiful section of 
France. It flashed past barracks and 
camps, occasionally aviation sheds, and 
soldiers up bright and early to shout 
as the visitor passed. 

As he left the train at Calais hard- 
ened French and British companies of 
men of magnificent physique and 
wearing many war decorations were 
on the platform. A few paces from 
the railway station brought President 
Wilson to the hospital ship Brighton, 
bearing the marks of four years’ steady 
crossing the Straits of Dover in war- 


time. 
Greeted by Keyes. 

He was greeted by Vice Admiral Sir 
Roger Keyes, commander of the Dover 
patrol. A band played the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Mrs. Wilson, in the same black cloak, 
black furs and triangular black hat 
with aigrettes which she wore on land- 
ing at Brest, settled herself in a 
steamer chair. The sun shone glort 
ously. 

A British cruiser and destroyer led 
the way, and with two French de- 
stroyers to port and two to starboard 
the Brighton put from the harbor. 
The quays were filled with French and 
British soldiers and sailors. The Brit- 
ish raised real British cheers, “ Hip, 
hip, hooray.” 

Along the docks groups of German 
prisoners looked on with stolid faces. 

The air was crisp and against the 
blue sky a squadron of British air- 
planes as a guard of honor swooped 
and soared like gulls all the way across 
the channel. 


French Turn Back. 


| Nearly half way over a flotilla of 
British destroyers appeared out of the 
slight haze on the horizon, and when 
the half way mark was reached the 
French escort turned about while Brit- 
ish destroyers raced up and took the 
Brighton in convoy. It was a great 
sight to see the camouflaged ships pass- 
ing the lane of commerce which the 
Germans sought so desperately to con- 
trol by submarines but were thwarted 
by Britain's fleet. 

Fast air scouts were racing above 
the slim, knifelike chasers flashing to 
and fro, and the flotilla leader was zig- 
zagging across the path, wary of float- 
ing mines.

A 
month ago it was possible to buy but- 
ter, sausages, and some other articles 
from these surreptitious dealers at high 
prices, but not so the last fortnight. 

Wealthy people, it is true, can still 
obtain limited quantities of what are 
now considered luxuries, though at ter- 
rifying prices. In one case a man in 
Berlin paid 540 marks for a ham, the 
eggs to go with it costing three marks 
apiece.

U. S. To DIRECT 
SHIPPING FROM 
WORLD OFFICES 


Branches in Foreign 
Countries to Speed 
Up Trade. 


PARIS, Dec. 26.—[By the Associated 
Press.J—The United States shipping 
board has decided to create a perma- 
nent world organization for the pur- 
pose of handling the government’s 
trade fleet with the greatest effective- 
ness. 

“We will open at once offices in 
London, Paris, and Rome,” Edward N. 
Hurley, chairman of the board, said 
today. 

Offices to Reroute Ships. 

“From these centers,” Mr. Hurley 
continued, “will be directed ten or 
twelve other offices, such as in Shang- 
hai, Yokohama, and Bombay in the 
east; Genoa in Italy; Buenos Alres, 
Valparaiso, and Rio Janeiro in South 
America, and at Rotterdam and Ant- 
werp. 

“Take for example vessels bringing 
supplies to Belgium or France. It 
is of the greatest importance that we 
have a quick turn around. It may be 
of advantage to re-route a vessel on 
this side to India or to South Africa. 

“The London, Paris, and Antwerp 
offices would have precise information 
and be able to consign a ship without 
delay for its most efficient use. The 
subordinate centers are essential prop- 
erly to direct our national flect: They 
will be managed by practical shipping 
men, who will be assigned to their 
posts from the United States. 

Deal Only with Trade. 


“There will be no interference with 
the war department's handling of 
ships. The service of supply has done 
its work admirably and we shal? not 
have any changes to make in that.

Russians Is Put Down 


Wishington. D. C., Dec. 26.—Twelve 


after angarmed uprising by Bolshevik 
elements at Omsk on the night of Dec. 
22, said a cablegram received today 
from the Omsk government (the 
Kolchak dictatorship) by the Russian 
embassy. The Bolshevists succeeded 
in freeing prisoners held in the Omsk 
prison, but a detachment of govern- 
ment soldiers quickly arrested twelve 
men who had participated in the out 
break. They promptly were tried and 
executed, the official report saying 
“this incident was closed before dawn.” 

Most of the prisoners released have 
been captured and part of them re 
turned voluntarily. 

During the same night, the cable- 
gram said, there was an uprising of 
railway workmen at the station of 
Koulomzino. Telegraph lines were cut, 
but units from the Omsk garrison re 
stored order before further damage 
was done.

This may be said despite the fact 
that they did not expect an imme- 
diate response to their appeals, be- 
cause of the lack of unification of the 
forces opposed to the Bolsheviki and 
the inability of the remote provisional!

The Russian leaders continue their 
conferences at the Russian embassy 
in the hope that they will get a for. 
mal hearing when the peace congress 
actually opens. Former Premier Lvoff. 
chief spokesman of the Russian group 
in Paris, urges against delay in any 
extension of the entente military move- 
ment there because it would tend to 
enlarge Bolshevik territory and would 
play into the hands of the Germans. 
who are planning for the domination 
of Russia through coiperation with 
the Bolsheviki. 


Lansing Sees Russian Envoy. .

The French 
government, however, to prevent ship- 
ments reaching improper hands, will 
require import certificates for all goods 
to the two provinces. 

The genera! resumption of trade re- 
lations, Mr. McCormick stated, as now 
in prospect, reaches countries from the 
Arctic ocean to the tropics.

Passport Question Is 
Up to Washington 
Authorities. 


American Socialists will put the 
question of passports up to the Wash- 
ington authorities within the next

The English government has on one 
or two occasions during the progress 
of the war refused passports to inter- 
nationalists, an action that resulted in 
seriously affecting at least one confer- 
ence in a neutral state.

The invitation sent to the American 
group was addressed to Adolph Ger- 
mer, secretary of the national Social- 
ist organization and now on trial be 
fore Judge Landis for alleged disloy- 
alty, sedition, and violation of the 
espionage act.

THE SENATE ASSERTS ITSELF. 

The United States senate has already sufficiently 
asserted itself to win the attention of at least 
the American peace commission in Paris. This 
is wholly desirable. It is reported from Paris that 
the American commissioners have admitted the 
senate powers within their comprehension and 
that measures will be taken to advise the senators 
‘ot policies to which our diplomatic representatives 
may be about to try to commit the future of the 

If the senate had been quiescent this recognition 
of its real powers might have come too late. It 
may even now be a futile recognition, one seeking 
to avoid the fact. In that case there is certain to 
be trouble/ 

The United States senate may be made to appear, 
for the time being in Paris, an inconsiderable body. 
It cannot break its way into the peace conference. 
It may seem to be standing outside in the cold with 
its nose flattened against the pane of glass. But 
when the peace commissioners have done their 
work the attitude of the United States will be deter- 
mined in the senate, its subscription to agreements 
must have approval and sanction there, and THs 
Tinu has been contending that it would be 
worse than folly to permit the president and the 
diplomatic representatives of the country to get 
completely out of touch with the American opinion 
which will be expressed, declared and given effect 
in the senate. 

Our peace commissioners are not plenipoten- 
tilaries. They are agents who must report to a 
determining authority. That authority is the sen- 


ate. If there is a divorce of diplomacy and real 


authority now there will be trouble later. 

It is a good thing to have called the attention 
of the peace commissioners early to this fact. It 
may, have come unpleasantly to their attention, but 
the unpleasantness had better be met now thap 
later.

NURSING A “FLU” CASE. 
HE North Carolina state board of 
1 health issued a circular of in- 
structions for home nurses caring 
tor patients with influenza. The 
parts I quote apply to the nursing of 
a patient with any acute disease. Note 
| that nothing is said about poultices 
and a lot of things old style nurses 
occupied themselves with. The reason 
is that nurses, like doctors, are taught 
to meddle as little as possible. They 
are to keep things clean and sweet, 
to keep the patient comfortable and 
happy and let nature take its course. 

I quote: 
(a) The normal pulse rate is 72- 
beats per minute for adults; more rapid 
for children. Pulse can best be felt on 
front of arm just above the wrist on 
the thumb side. (The nurse need not feel 
disturbed if the pulse remains well be- 


(low 80.) 


(d) The normal temperature is about 
98% degrees. In taking the temperature 
place the thermometer under the pa- 
tient’s tongue and have the lips closed. 
Be sure to shake the thermometer down 
before. using. After using the ther- 
mometer should be dipped in an anti- 
septic solution and then washed in clean, 
cold water. Never use hot water for 
this purpose. In children take the tem- 
perature by placing thermometer well 
under the arm. (A 5 per cent solution 
of carbolic acid is good to keep the 
thermometer in or to dip it in as a 
disinfectant. The nurse need not be 
disturbed if the patient’s temperature 
records 97% to 98% on the thermome- 
ter.)

United States is entering on an era of 
unprecedented prosperity and progress, 
the extent of which no person can safe- 
ly predict, according to Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the United States Steel 
corporation, whose article in the Janu- 
ary number of System, headed “And 
Now Peace,” is bristling with opti- 
mism on the business outlook of the 
future. 

“The war with its cost of men and 
dollars will bring reactions and read- 
justments with possible economic de- 
moralization and depression, and pos- 
sibly panics,” Mr. Gary says in his 
article, and we must be on our guard. 
But there will be a natural and certain 
volume of business. This would not be 
increased by unreasonable or unfair 
means. There will remain the usual 
avenues, methods, and opportunities 
for securing business with old cus- 
tomers and acquaintances. 

“We must all trim our sails in ac 
cordance with the drift and amount of 
business. If all business men recog- 
nize conditions and conduct their dif- 
ferent lines so as to adjust the ques- 
tions of supply and demand on a legiti- 
mate basis, all will be benefited by the 
readjustment and may look forward 
with confidence.”’

The New York was the first of the 
battleships to display from its main- 
mast “the homeward bound pennant,” 
a long, slender strand of red, white, 
and blue, a foot for every day out from 
the home base.

Platoon 
after platoon of sailors from each of 
the ten ships which came home today 
carried the ship’s flag at its head and 
each received round after round of-ap- 
plause. Fully 10,000 men were in line. 

Tonight a remarkable spectacle was 
staged on the Hudson. Each ship was 
brilliantly illuminated with electric 
lights, making the river a sea of fire 
for more than six miles. The New York 
shore was ablaze with Roman candles, 
set in place by the city’s committee of 
welcome, and overhead burst thou- 
sands of rockets. 

It was a stern array of ships. All 
the battleships wore coats of sinister 
gray, while destroyers and auxiliaries 
bore the fantastic touch of the camou- 
fleur. ' 

Exclusive of all except battleships 
the tonnage of the fighting craft now 
in the Hudson amounts to 424,822. The 
ten homecoming craft had a tonnage 
of 268,000. Not counting guns of small -

Statement by McBride. 

F. Scott McBride, superintendent of 
the Illinois Atni-Saloon league, last 
night isssued a statement regarding 
the speakership that said, in part: 

“Mr. Shanahan’s promises as to 
‘what he will do in the wet’ and ‘dry’ 
question if elected speaker as given to 
the press are far from satisfactory, and 
also the fact that his promises in the 
past were not kept on such matters 
should be enough in themselves to ad- 
vise every dry to be caréful this time 
when so much depends upon this dry 
legislation, but even if he could be 
cgunted upon his program would not 
be satisfactory. 

“Our experiénce in numerous dis- 
tricts has shown that good laws can- 
not be secured from the wets. They 
don’t want fair elections. They prefer 
to manipulate them as they have many 
times in the city of Chicago, and as 
they did on the wet and dry question 
last spring. What have they up their 
sleeve? Are they trying to give Judge 
Scully, the wet county judge of Cook 
county, who refused the people of Chi- 
cago the right to vote on the saloon 
question, more power? 

“Are they intending to repeal the 
primary law so that nominations can 
be taken away from the people and 
given to the bosses? Are they after a 
registration system that will give the 
wets a chance to control elections in 
Chicago? We are reliably informed 
that they are planning all these things, 
and the elections committee that has to 
do with such matters should not be 
organized on ‘wet’ lines. Neither 
should the appropriations committee 
that appropriated $50,000,000 of the peo- 
ple’s money in the last session and 
which, a person who knows recently 
stated in my office, passed 90 per cent 
of the legislation of the assembly.”

Herring Sandwiches. 


Boneless cured herring brushed with 
lemon juice, melted butter, and possibly 


a little paprika, and then heated thor- 


oughly makes an acceptable appetizer 
and a safe food. Why make such un- 
righteous combinations as a mixture of 
this fish with cold roast meat, sour cu- 
cumbers, pickled beets, cold potatoes, 


mixed mustard, yolks of hard boiled 


eggs. suger, vinegar, and oil? All these 
things are in a recipe given me in 


Europe some years ago for a herring 


salad. The proportion of herring in 
the whole amounted to about one-sixth. 

Cured herring, even salted herring, 
heated and seasoned but slightly, and 
put with bread need be no more than 
one part to six parts of bread or even 
more. This combination may be dainty, 
dietetically justifiable, palatably gra- 
cious. Such a preparation has often 
been served in the reception halis of 
those who control the affairs of state 
and likely may help make peace when 
that business is on. In other words, 
the daughter of one of our most famous 
congressmen made herself a most ac- 
ceptable hostess partly because of her 
proficiency in making herring sand- 
wiches. 

To make these sandwiches scald bone- 
less herring in boiling water for about 
five minutes. Drain and heat up the 
fish in bacon or other fat until well 
solftened, but be careful not to cook 
them until stiff. No more need be 


done to the fish except to serve little 


pieces on a cracker or in a sandwich, 
but to make a regular sandwich filling 


‘break them up in bits and bind the 
‘whole with a little butter. 


Season with 
a few diops of lemon juice and the 
merest suspicion of cayenne pepper. 
With nice work this is quite as grati- 
fying as much more expensive fillings.

fresident Wilson and Theodore 
Roosevelt, former president, yesterday 


“were dragged into the trial of Victor 


L. Berger and four codefendants, 
charged with violation of the espionage 
law. Before the jury in Federal Judge 
Landis’ court, Clarence 8. Darrow, Chi- 
cago lawyer, called as a witness by the 
Socialist defendants, involved the 
names of the president and former 
president when he told of the efforts 
he had made in behalf of “radical free 
speech” and “free press” after the gov- 
ynment had put on the lid. 

“I talked to Postmaster General Bur- 
leson and then I went back to Wash- 


ington and interviewed a number of 
senators,” he said. “I urged the post- 
master general to lay down a line of 
policy; told him I thought he was 
clamping the lid on too tight, and that 
the suppression of the press was an- 
tagonizing many people. 
Talks With Wilson. 


“Then I talked with the president, 
principally on the philosophy of free- 
dom of the press. He said there was 
no way of defining exactly the line. I 
said practically the same thing: that 
it was an indefinite line that could not 
be made with assurance. He made 
practically the same reply that he did 
to Max Eastman, that they were trying 
to win the war and at the same time 
preserve liberty.” 

Former President Roosevelt's name 
vas used when Mr. Darrow admitted 
having read a statement printed in 
1917 that the country was totally un- 
prepared for war and was borrowing 
guns from France and England and 
had shipped to France 200,000 coffins. 

“TI think I read it in the Kansas City 
Star and it was purported to be the 
statement of former President Roose- 
welt,“ Mr. Darrow said. 

Didn’t Counsel Socialists. 


Asked on cross examination by Jo- 
-eph B. Fleming, assistant United 
States district attorney, if he had ever 
counseled the defendants that “ The 
rice We Pay.“ War Proclamation,” 
ond other alleged seditious pamphiets 
given wide circulation to thwart the 
nation’s war program, according to the 
‘overnment’s charges, were not a vio- 
co of the federal laws, Mr. Darrow 
said: : 

“At no time did I ever give them 
that counsel.” 

He denied that he agreed with litera- 
‘ture put out by the defendants that 
“Liberty bonds are slavery bonds or 
that the war debts should be repudi- 
ated. He said that in his belief much 
of the literature put out by the de- 
lendants might either have the effect 
. spurring on enlistments or causing 
upa.uy toward the war, and that he 
velieved grewsome cartoons depicting 
war horrors had done much toward in- 
stilling hatred of Germany's barbarous 
practices. 


Believes in Restrictions. 


“You believe that there should be 
some restrictions on free speech and 
freedom of the press during war 
times?” he was asked by Mr. Fleming. 

“I do,” he answered. 

In the conferences with Postmaster 
General Burleson, in which Amos Pin- 
chot; Morris Hilquitt, Seymour Sted- 
man, Frank P. Walsh, and other rep- 
resenting radical newspapers partici- 
pated, Mr. Darrow said the postmaster 
general declined to lay down any rule 
to be followed or indicate what might 
or might not be printed. 

- William Bross Lloyd, the million- 
aire Socialist" and recently candidate 
for senator on that ticket, also was a 
witness. His testimony dealt princi- 
pally with a visit he made to Wash- 
ington as a member of the committee 
which protested to the postmaster gen- 
eral against suppression of radical 
newspapers. He said Arnold Schiller, 
the government witness, had told him 
he testified “to save his own hide.” 
He admitted having criticized the ac- 
tion of the government in entering the 
war. He humorously gave his occupa- 
tion as a pure capitalist.” 

_ Berger Editorials Read. 

The defense late in the day started 
introducing editorials from Berger's 
newspaper, the Milwaukee Leader, in 
an apparent effort to show that he had 
persistently attacked the German junk- 
ers and had taken a “ pro-American ” 
stand. One editorial headed “ Blind 
Fanaticism,” attacked “the American 
junkers,“ and declared the driving citi- 
zens out of Liege, Belgium, was no 
worse “than the driving of 1,000 citi- 
zens out of Bisbee, Ariz.” The inet- 
dent referred to was the trouble in 
which the I. W. W. became involved 
with the authorities at Bishee.

PRICE OF 1919 


WHEAT SOUGHT 


Congress Also Asked 
for Law to Protect 
U. S 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—Legisia- 
tion to make effective the wheat price 
guarantee for the 1919 crop and at 


the same time to safeguard the gov- 
ernment against losses was recom: 


| 


mended to congress today by the de- 
| food 


partment of agriculture and the . 
administration. 

A memorandum sent to Representa- 
tive Lever of South Carolina, chair- 
man of the house agricultural commit- 
tee, made the following rec — 
tions: 

First— Extension by congress beyond 
June 1, 1920, of the date for the gov~ 
ernment purchase of the 1919 crop. 

Second—Continuance of the food ad- 
ministration’s grain corporation or cre- 
ation of a new agency to buy, store, 
and sell 1919 wheat that may be of- 
fered to the government, and; 

Third—Possible legislative provis- 
ions to protect the government against 
wheat or flour brought in from other 
countries during the period of effec- 
tiveness of the guaranteed price and 
also to protect buyers of such wheat 
as long as the wheat is In this country 
and not consumed, 


Approved by Wilson. 

The memorandum was compiled with, 
the approval of President Wilson, and 
Secretary Houston, in submitting it, 
said: “The government has made a 
guarantee, and it goes without saying 
that it must be made effective.” 

Regarding extension of the date of 
government purchase, the memoran- 
dum said: “It will be impossible to 
carry out the guarantee as it is in- 
tended by June 1, 1920, and if produc: 
ers cannot sell their wheat to the Unit- 
ed States before that date and are left 
with wheat on hand it will be felt that 
the obligation of the United States has 
not been carried out in good faith. 

“The government purchasing agen- 
cy,” the memorandum set forth, “must 
have ample funds at all times to pur- 
chase throughout the United States at 
the guaranteed price such wheat. of 
the 1919 crop as may be offered to it 
and also to provide storage facilities 
to take care of the same by lease cr 
purchase of facilities now in existence 
atthe building additional facilities, or 


“The appropriation will have to be 
on a basis to enable the guarantee 
price to be maintained at all times by 
purehase of wheat with funds provided 
by the government and without rely- 
ing on outside credit.” 


Maintained by Fund. 

The food administration grain cor 
poration is maintaining the price for 
the 1918 crop with its capital of $160,- 
000,000 and its credits, combined with 
the export demand for wheat. The 
1918 crop is estimated at 917,100,000 
bushels and on Nov. 29 last the move- 
ment from the farms amounted to 
588,000,000, of which 254,000,000 was 
in storage. 

“It will be observed,” said the memo- 
randum, that there is a large amount 
of the 1918 crop yet to be moved 
from the farms, and it will take all 
the resources of the grain corporation 
and the most careful attention to every 
detail to carry out the guaranteed price 
for the crop of 1918. In fact, if the 
export demand should diminish, it is 
possible that in order to maintain the 
guaranteed price it may be necessary 
that there be a further appropriation 
by congress. On the other hand, if the 
demand for expert wheat should con- 
tinue, it is hoped that on June 1, 1919, 
the grain corporation may have been 
able to carry out the obligations of the 
United States as to the 1918 crop with- 


out impairing its capital of $150,000,. 


000."

gers in the employ of the hotel. As- 
sault and battery will be the charge, 
The specific instance will be an al- 
leged attack yesterday on Charles 
Kurzman, one of the striking waiters. 
Parker and Peabody assert Kurzman 
was beaten, taken to Central station, 
and booked on two charges—disorderly 
conduct and distributing literature 
without a police permit. 

Members of the Hotel Association of 
Chicago seem ready to back the La 
Salle. E. W. Parlee, international 
organizer of hotel employés, and Sec- 
retary Bdward Nockels of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, yesterday 
tried to reach an agreement with Man- 
ager Stevens, but were unsuccessful.

Heney Cites Price Rise 
Far Above Rise in 
Wages. 


You, Mre. Housewife. 

A round steak is as good as a sir- 
loin if you knew where to get it. 
Dennis Lane, secretary-treasurer of 
the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of North America, 
said so yesterday. He was on the wit- 
ness stand before Judge Alschuler 
in the hearing of the packers’ protest 
against a wage increasé for their em- 
ployés. 

“Sirloin steaks No. 3 are not as 
good as round steaks No. 1,” said 
Lane. “Roune steak No. 1 comes 
‘from fatter and better cattle than does 
sirloin steak No. 3.” 

Lane also explained that there are 
certain districts rated No. 1. Those 
aré among others, the Woodlawn, Gar- 
field boulevard, Wilson avenue, and 
north shore districts. A round steak 
in these districts is as good as a sir: 
loin in the poorer territory. 


Butchers’ Psychology. 

Branded hams and bacons are the 
only safe buy, Lane declared. Unbrahd- 
ed meats of this order are too salted, 
and while they contain the same nutri - 
ment, they are not as easy to take. 
The consumer likes thick cuts. The 
butcher who sells his ham or bason 
in thick cuts prospers. A butcher who 
gives the same poundage in thin cuts 
is not liked. This is butchers’ psychol- 
ogy, according to Lane. 

Lane also read a number of market 
quotations showing that the price paid 
the cattle raiser for the cheaper grades 
of beef was the same today, in a few 
instances lower, than it was last March. 
It was in March that Judge Alschuler 
made his previous wage award. 

However, Lane admitted that the 
price of the better grades of beef had 
advanced about $2 per 100 pounds. 

Increasing Costs. ; 

James Condon, attorney for the pack- 
ers, tried to make Lane admit tHat 
the increased cost to the consumer was 
due to added wages paid workers since 
the last award. 

Francis J. Heney, representing the 
workers, then read a report taken 
from the packers’ own statements, and 
| quoting the wages paid workers per 

pound of meats handled at the various 

plants. In 1917 Armour & Co. paid its 
workers 61 hundredths of 1 cent a 
pound. Swift & Co. paid 57 hun- 
dredths, Morris & Co. 84 hundredths 
of 1 cent. 

Mr. Heney asserted this showed 
that while the packers increased the 
‘workers’ wages on an average of about 
one-fourth of 1 cent per pound on the 
meat the company produced, the price 
of meats increased from 5 to 15 cents 
per pound.
